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Feeling  that  all  the  readers  of  this  Laurel  are  interested  in  the  history  of  liars  Hill 
College,  the  Editors  have  endeavored  to  depict,  in  the  opening  pages  and  at  intervals 
throughout  the  book,  some  of  the  high  lights  in  the  events  that  have  transpired  since 
its  founding   in  ISoti. 

Seventy  years  ago  Edicard  Carter,  W.  P.  Anderson,  and  other  foresighted  and  God- 
fearing citizens  of  this  little  mountain  community  dreamed  of  an  institution  in  tohich 
their  children  could  not  only  tie  taught  the  "Readin'.  'Writin'.  and  'Rithmetic"  of  that 
day—but  could  also  be  brought  up  in  the  fear  and  admonition  of  the  Lord,  in  the  tenets 
of  their  own  religious  faith.  This  vision  ttas  realized  in  the  completion  of  a  building, 
and  school  opened  with  Dr.  W.  A.  G.  Brown,  first  President,  and  Mr.  W.  P.  Rollins,  father 
of  Thomas  S.  Rollins,  attorney  of  Asheville.  as  first  student. 

Thus  the  torch  of  Christian  education  was  lighted  in  Western  North  Carolina.  It  shed 
its  rays  to  all  parts  of  this  state  and  adjoining  states.  The  financial  stress  of  the  first 
feio  years  called  for  much  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  friends  and  Trustees.  At  one  time 
Joe.  a  slave  of  W.  P.  Anderson,  was  held  in  an  Asheville  prison  as  security  on  the 
indebtedness. 

During  the  darkened  days  of  the  Civil  War  and  Reconstruction  Period,  the  torch 
flickered  and  waned.  In  lSii.l  the  building  icas  used  for  quartering  soldiers  and  later 
for  an  orphanage.  Many  hardships  and  struggles  marked  the  varied  success  of  its  history 
for  the  next  thirty  years. 

In  ISUl.  when  the  beloved  R.  L.  Moore  became  President,  the  institution  took  on  that 
life  tohich  has  brought  forth  a  realization  of  the  dreams  of  its  founders.  In  all  of  its 
progress  there  has  been  no  departure  from  their  ideals  and  principles — a  steadfastness 
to  the  Old  Book.
